-_ HE Deſign of the forenving Diſ- 
courſe, being to Principle the Minds 
of our Touth with a true Notion of 

Chriſtianity, by a courſe of Reading upon the 
Nature of their Baptiſmal Covenant ; And 
few of our Touth being ſerious enough to Re« 
liſh ſuch Employment zo that degree, as to 
betake themſelves to Reading, if not encou- 
rar'd and oblig'd thereunto by their Parents 
and Maſters; ſo that it is very rare to find 
where there is uo performance of Family Re- 
ligion, that the Children and Servants be» 
longing to it are not notoriouſly Ignorant and 
Immoral , for theſe Reaſons I have been 
much ſolicited to annex the following Method 
of Family Religion ; as that without which 
the precding Diſcourſe will not have its Eud 
in the Edification of our Youth ; who if they 
neither read it themſelves, nor hear it read 
by others, cannot be ſuppos d to receive be- 

nefit by it. | 
Nor will it,T hope,be thought ſtrange that 
yn the following Method of Family Religion, 
the firſt thing I propoſe is the Singing of 
falms. 7 believe indeed it will be found,if 
we ſhoald Iook batk into the Cauſes of the 
Decay of Chriſtian Piety in Families, that 
2 the

the wegleft of Family Religion has its date 
from the diſuſe of Singing Pſalms rherein. 
This is a part of Devotion not more noble in 
it ſelf, than it is pleaſant and inviting to 0+ 
thers; and therefore it will be the likelieft 
means to draw the whole Family together,to 
begin with a Pſalm. And that it may be the 
more taking,1 have not only ſet the following 
Pſalms to the choiceſt Tunes,but given them 
out of the New Verſion of Mr. Brady and 
Mr.Tate,being perſwaded thar the Contempt 
intowhich Singing of Pſalms is grown among /t 
us, is owing to the very ill and ridiculous 


Metre of Hopkins and Sternhold, and the 


equally bad Singing of them in our Country 
Churches. And now, all that I ſhall add up- 
on this point is this, that the beſt way to 
have them ſung in Families, is to have the 
Touth pradtice it at their Catechetical Con- 
ferences ; and the likelieſt Method to bring 
'em into Common Uſe in Churches, is firſt to 
have Families accuſtomed to the ſinging of 
them. 
The next thing to be accounted for, is ihe 
Courſe of Reading 7 propoſe in the following 
Method. And as it is a Courſe of Reading 
#pon the Jeveral Subjetts of our Church-Ca- 
.techiſm, ſo T hope at will be thought the beſt 
1 cou'd pitch upon. This teſt of Catechiſms 
aoes 
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does adminifter Inſtrutions in the moſt ac- 
curate Method poſſible. It teaches us nothing 
ſuper fluous and unneceſſary to be known, but 
gives us to underſtand the whole Dottrine of 
the Covenant of Grace; and that in an excet- 
lent Method ; treating firſt of the General 
Nature thereof in the Preliminary Queſtions 
and Anſwers ; and deſcending afterwards 
particularly to inſtrudt itsDiſciples in the ſe- 
veral Articles ; and ends with thoſe Means 
of performing our Covenant, Prayer, and the 
Sacraments : And therefore,according to this 
Method, I would have the Reading order d 
in Families, according to which if it ſhould 
be manag d,I caunot doubt but that Chriſtian 
Knowledge would grow upon us a-pace ; and 
Frereſyand Error would more difjicultly find 
Entertainment than it does. 

And now as to the Morning and Evening 
Prayer I propoſe ; in the Pamilies of Per- 
ſons of Quality, where there is more leiſure 
for longer Devotions, it is incomparably the 
beſt way to uſe the Common Prayer : But 7a 
meaner Families, where ſo much t:me cannot 
be allow'd, xext to the Common Prayer, IT 
thought a better cou d not be COmpPo, d for 
that Purpoſe, than a Prayer form'd ont of our 
Catechiſm, wherein all the Mercies of God's 
Part in the Covenant, are recounted with

Thankſgiving,and all che Conditiqus on ours 


are enumerated, together with Petitions for 
God's Grace to aſſiſt us in the Performance 
of them. 

And now 1 have only this to add to you, 


who are Parents and Maſters of Families, , 


that you wou'd unanimouſly, and univerſally 
ſet up a Courſe of Family Religion in your 
reſpeetive Houſes. 

Thereſcems to be a general Apoſtacy from 
Chriſtianity now growing upon the Nation : 
And one great Reaſon that Atheiſm and Ir- 
religion has ſo prevail'd, is, that the preſent 
Generation of Men have ſeen no more of Re- 
Ligion, than what they hear in our Churches; 
the Inſtrultions from whence cannot be ſuffi» 
cient to reform the World,if the Application 
be not made by Parents,and Maſters at home; 
much leſs, if they take not care ſo much as to 

ſend their louth to Church to be Catechis'd 
and Inſtruted. Aud indeed it does infi- 
nitely deſerve your mot ſerious Conſideras 
tion, how far you wiki be anſwerable for the 
Souls of thoſe who are within your Houſes, 


and under your Paternal Care. The Fate of 


old Ely, and his Family, for not honouring 
God, by taking Care 16 the Piety of his Chil- 
aren, wou'd be very awakening to thoſe who 


confider it. And the extraordinary Regard [

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God bore to Abraham, meerly becauſe he knew he 
would command his Children, and his Hogſh 
after him, that they ſhould keep the way o 
the Lord, # equally encouraging to you t0 takg care 
of Religion in your Families, Wherefore tet rhyat 
Reſolution of Joſhua be the Reſolution of every one 
of you : As for me, and my Houſe, we will 
ſerve the Lord. 

And that no Aſſiſtance may be wanting to you 
or your Childrens Devotion, as well as Inſtruttion, 
t bave added the following Difice fo2 Porlth. 1t 
was for the moſt part compiled by Dy. Alexander 
Noel , once. Dean of St. Paul”: , for the Uſe of 
Schools ;, and to make it /more generally Vſefal 
thereunto, 1 have not only tranſlated it, but added 
ſome few Prayers more for the Touth, and Servants 
of a Family : And if due Care ſhall be taken both 
in Schools and Families, that all the Youth belong- 
ing to each, ſhall to, Knowledge add Piety and De-

mm foregoing ſhort diſconrſe upon the Do- 

Qrine pf our Bapti/mal Covenant,is deſigned 
to lay the Foundation of Chriſtian Knowledge 
in Youth. And this ſhort Method of Family-De- 
votion is form'd in order to revive the moſt 
pcincipal part of Chriſtian PraCtice in Families : 
And fot want of both which,the Youth that hap- 
pen therein are undone throughout the Nation. 

Now there were never greater variety of 
better Helps to Families in this kind, than have 
been given us of late Years, by ſeveral pious 
Divines of our own Church. And to bring them 
more into uſe, I ſhall venture to propole this 
following.Method. 

In the firſt place, the whole Family being 
cal'd together, I would propoſe there might 
be a P/alm ſung; for there is a moſt inviting, 
and popular, as well as a moſt Heavenly Part of 
Divine Worſhip. And becauſe there is now fo 
good a Verſion of the Pſalms given us by Brady 
and Tate, and theſe revis'd by ſeveral Biſhops, 
and allow'd by Publick Authority to be ſung in 
Churches, | would propoſe the Uſe of them in 
Families at leaſtwiſe, and could wiſh they were 
iatroduc'd into our Publick Aſſemblies. 

The Diſadvantage that Pſalmody docs at this 


day lye under,by reaſon of the intolerable bad-. 


nels of our Metre, and the il] ſinging of our 
Palms in Country-Churches, makes the better 


fort of People indeed nauſeate it, and all to de- 
ſpile

ſpiſe it : Not to ſay that the Beauty of ourSer- 
vice ſuffers extreamly by ic. But Pſalms, and 
Hymns, to the Great Creator, Redeemer, and 
SanEtifier of Mankind,as they were the moſt (ig- 
nal part of the Primitive Liturgies, and as they 
will continue toall Eternity the conſtant Employ- 
ment of the Bleſſed Angels and Saints above z fo 
now that there is an Emendation-both of the 
Pſalms and Singing, the Prejudices conceiv'd a- 
gainſt them,may ſoon, I hope,be turn'd into the 
higheſt Love and Eſteem ot both : So that this [ 
think wou'd be an Alteration made to the well- 
liking of all the Members of our Communion. 
| know there are thoſe who think the Com- 
mon People ſo fond of the O!d Pſalms,that they 
wou'd not endure an Innovaticn therein : But in 
all the Experience I have had in this Matter,in a 
Miniſtry amongſt them for Fifteen Years,l never 
found that Perſon which ſpoke the leaſt liking 
to Hopkins, and Sternhold's Pſalms ; nor any one 
of the Country-People who had that Value for 
them as to get one of them by Heart : But as to @ 
new Yerſion of our Singing Pſalms done with a 
Spirit, and Life, that comes up in ſome mea- 
ſure to the Original ; now that ſuch an one is 
made, al} People, 1 am perſwaded, wowld be 
apt of themſelves to learn them, and the Clergy 
can now with a good Countenance ſtrike in,and 
encourage them thereunto ; not only that every 
Perſon might be able to bear a part in that Ser- 
vice, but as an Excellent Furniture for Devotion, 
both in Solitude,and on many other Occaſions. 
Ard this indeed deſerves a particular Corfi- 
| deration, 
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A Method of Family. Devot5or. 
defation, that whereas through the Difficulty of 
learning Proſe, it is a very hard Matter to make 
the meatier ſort of People to get any Prayers 
by heart 3 yet through the Facility of getting 
Verſe, and the great liking they have to it, they 
may be eaſily wrought upon to get many of the 
Singing Pſalms without Book ; ſo that they 
might hereby be provided (if the Choice were 
well made) of apt and proper Devotions, ſuffi- 
cient in ſome meaſure to ſupply their want of 
other Prayers. However they wou'd have where- 
withal to lift up their hearts to Heaven upon 
Contemplation of God's Works,whenthey walk 
in the Fields, and view the Wonders of his 
Works; of which ſort of Devotions David's 
Pſalms are ſo noble a Store- houſe, and to which 
he does (o often call upon all Men: Not to ſay 
that the getting of much of this Sacred Poeſy by 
heart may work in them a diſreliſh for bbſcene, 
and profane Songs, and Ballads, whereby the 
Minds of all forts of People are ſo infinitely cor- 
ropted at this day. 

In Mort, fince there is no part of Devotion 
more pleaſing than Pſalmody, and the Neglet 
of Fatnily-Worſhip amongſt the Common Peo- 
ple; at leaſt, may be dated from the time it has 
grown into neglect, | cannot therefore but pro- 
poſe it as fit to be reviv'd : And becauſe it does 
ſo woriderfolly compoſe the Spirits,and prepare 
the Mind for Divine Heat, [| cannot bat chink it 
proper to begin with it in the Daily Returns of 
Family- Worſhip.

Secondly, Next after the Pſalm, may ſucceed a 
Courſe of Reading, And this both Ordinary, 
and Extraordinary ; Ordinarily, and at every 
time the Family are call'd together to Prayers, it 
were well if a Chapter were read, either accor- 
ding to the order of our Kalendar, by which 
means the moſt material parts of Holy Scrip- 
ture might be read over, the Old Teſtament 
once, the New thrice a-year. Or if time will 
not ſerve to have four Chapters read every day, 
then the New Teſtament may be read over 1a 
order. Andit would tend fiogularly to the im+- 
provement of the Youth of the Family, both 
Children and Servants, to have them read the 
Chapters by turns. | 

Extraordinarily, | would recommend it to all 
Families, thar on Sunday- Evenings, the Maſter 
or Miſtreſs having call'd together their whole 
Family, would beſides the Chapter, cauſe to be 
read ſome Diſcourſe ont of ſome Practical Trea- 
tife: And I ſhall hzre recommend what Books 


they may read "og ag and in what order,

ties, ſuch as the hole Duty of Man, were by 
degrees read over. And then if next after this, 
a Diſcourſe upon the Sacrament, ſuch as Xerrle- 
well's Help and Exhortation to worthy Communica- 
ting, were alſo read, theregggou'd be nothing 
wanting to give all the Melts of a Family, 
both a general and particular Knowledge in the 
whole Chriſtian Religion, and ro guide them to 
Heaven. Theſe three laſt mentioned Books are 
what 1 would with were in every Family, for 
the compleat Inſtruttion of the Members of it, 
Bur in regard they may be thought too dear a 
Purchaſe, and too redious for ſome; inſtead 
thereof, the Guide of a Chriſtian, nd the Cbri- 
frian Monitor may ſerie excellently for the pur- 
| poſe 
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A Method of Family Devotion, 


poſe of Family Inſtruftions. And if with the 
latter of theſe be bound up Wake upon Deach, 
' between thele three there will be an admirable 
Rule provided for Holy Living and dying... And 
both together will make up an Excellent poor 
Man's Family-Baook. 

The purchaſe of the two latter will not ariſe 
to above one Shilling and fix Pence, and of all to- 
gether, to not above eight Shillings. And is 
were happy for this Church, and the Souls of 
Men, if ſo many of our Common People did 
not lay out much more, as they generally do, to 
the loading of their Shelves, in Books of an 
Antinomian Spirit, {uch as Bunyan's Books, to the 
Poyfoning of many thouſand Perſons both in 
their Faith and Pradtice. 


Thirdly, And now after the Pſalm and Chap- 
ter, and the other reading on Sundays; In the 
" Cloſe it is proper that Prayer ſhould ſucceed, 
for which by this time we may ſuppoſe all the 
Members of the Family to be very well prepared, 
and to be put in a good frame of Spiitit. And 
there are indeed great variety of excellent De- 
votions in the foregoing Books, eſpecially if to 
them there ſhall be added Patrick's Devourt Chri- 
ſtian, However to render this as generally 
uſeful as may be, for all the purpoſes of Fa- 
mily-Religion, I ſhall add a Prayet for the Jor- 
ning and Eveninz, made for the moſt part out of 
the words of our Licwrgy, the beſt Treaſury of 
Devotions doubtleſs in the World, of any Hyu- 
mane Compoſure ; and particularly ont of the
